September 12 has been set as Na 
tional Defense Day. A great cry has 
been raised by certain people in the 
United States and some of them are 
even among the prominent men, de­ 
crying the establishment of such a 
day. 
This paper believes in prepar 
edness—not to bring war, but to pre­ 
vent war. 
However the individual is 
at liberty to obey his own conscience 
in this m atter as long as that consci­ 
ence does not break any laws of the 
land. 
A lot of people are talking about 
National Defense Day, who have no 
idea as to what it really means. We 
take pleasure in publishing below, a 
statem ent from H arry C. Hale, major 
general, United States army that ex­ 
plains the meaning of the day and 
how it will be observed. 
The public wants to know what all 
this talk about Defense Test Day 
means, and the following is an ex­ 
planation : 
Why It Is. 
In 1920 congress passed a law for 
our 
national safety. 
This law provides a reserve com­ 
posed of civilian volunteers. 
In peace, this reserve is only a 
framwork composed mostly of offi­ 
cers. 
If we be attacked, this framework 
reserve is filled up by enlisted men 
men procured by selective service 
boards 
of civilians. 
To do this, plans called mobilization 
plans are necessary. 
The war departm ent is responsible 
th at these plans will work, and, to 
find out. 
It prim arily institutes a mobiliza­ 
tion test.

A taxi driver from the Depot ga­ 
rage, at Des Plaines, had previously 
driven the men from Niles to Chica­ 
go ,and back to Niles. About 3 a. rn. 
this same taxi driver found a wrecked 
Ford car on the Northwest highway. 
He investigated and found one of his 
passengers, 
Allison, 
sitting behind 
the wheel asleep. 
To inquiries, Alli­ 
son expressed ignorance of what had 
happened or what had become of his 
partner. The seat and interior of the 
car was bloody. 
Allison was taken 
to his home in Arlington Heights. 
Later Allison and some of his fellow’ 
workmen went to get his car and 
stopped at a road house, making in­ 
quiries as to what had happened the 
previous night.

Most of the increases in prices of 
farm products, which are credited 
with having added a billion dollars 
to the agricultural wealth of the na­ 
tion, represent “paper profits,” since 
farm ers have sold only a small p art 
of their holdings at the higher prices 
and actual returns will depend on val­ 
ues over the next 12 months, accord­ 
ing to the Sears-Roebuck A gricultural 
foundation.

present level. 
In appraising the gain in farm in­ 
come represented by these advances 
in prices, it is im portant to rememoer 
that not all the grain crops are sold 
for cash. 
Part of the wheat and rye 
crops are used on the farm as seed 
or feed, and only about 20 per cent 
of the corn crop is sold out of the 
county where it is grown. The income 
obtained from the grains used as 
feeds depends upon prices for live 
stock and livestock products.

Poorland farm —at one time said to be the most rundown farm In southern 
Illinois if not in the entire state—has been built up and made to produce pay­ 
ing yields through the use of soil building practices recommended by the col­ 
lege of agriculture and Dr. Cyril G. Hopkins, deceased head of the college 
agronomy department. Dr. Hopkins bought the farm for less than $20 an acre 
in 1903 as the poorest one he could find to use in a practical demonstration of 
soil building. 
It is located in Marion county, near Tenth 
Through the use of manure, limestone, legumes and raw rock phosphate 
the farm has been brought back until It now produces yields that are far 
above the average for that section of the state and in the last 20 years it has 
produced as high as 44 bushels of wheat an acre, 75 bushels of oats and OO 
bushels of corn. 
Legumes have played a leading role in building up the land 
and authorities who have seen the clover growing on the farm this year have 
pronounced it as good as any that can be found in the corn belt. 
Dr. F. C. 
Bauer, chief of the soils experiment fields which the college m aintains over 
the state, is shown examining the clover crop, which Is a mixture of red and 
alsike with volunteer sweet clover growing in it.

Last fall many newly sown alfalfa 
fields throughout Illinois showed a 
good stand, but after one or two 
weeks the plants began to disappear 
until shortly there were not enough 
left 
to 
make 
the 
field 
profitable. 
Three different insects were the cause 
of this, but the alfalfa or garden web 
worm was the worst offender. 
This 
Insect, when full grown, is a little huff- 
colored, 
triangular 
moth 
of rather 
nervous disposition 
that 
flies 
very 
readily when distributed in the field. 
Prompt measures are necessary to 
save newly sown alfalfa which is in­ 
fested by this insect.

can be sprayed with two pounds of 
arsenate of lead in 50 gallons of water 
applied at tile rate of at least IOO 
gallons to the acre, the worms may 
be cleaned out quickly and the alfalfa 
saved. 
Spraying can he done with 
any field crop sprayer, or with a po­ 
tato sprayer. 
If a 
field duster Is 
available, the ground can be covered 
more quickly. 
In dusting the field 
calcium arsenate should he used at 
the rate of IO to 12 pounds to the 
acre. 
The worms also attack older stands 
of alfalfa. 
In such fields they web 
the 
leaves 
#nd 
strip 
the 
plants. 
Prompt cutting is the hest means of 
combating this pest in older fields. 
Tile full-grown worm, or moth, lays 
Its eggs In alfalfa and several other 
crops 
and 
weeds, 
particularly 
in 
Amarnnthus. 
These eggs hatch into 
small spotted gray and black worms 
which spin light silken cases on the 
ground about the base of the alfalfa 
stems and remain In these shelters 
most of the time. 
They feed on the 
young alfalfa plants, often cutting 
off the stem near the ground. 
As 
these silken cases often are covered 
with hits of dirt and leaves, it is rath­ 
er difficult to see them. 
On complet­ 
ing their growth, the worms change 
to a resting stage inside their cases 
and Inter emerge as moths. 
There are 
several broods of the insect each sea­ 
son. 


Clinton Limestone Users Given 
Unique Recognition 
Clinton county farm ers who give nil 
the cultivated upland on their farms 
a liberal application of limestone are 
given unique distinction by their coun­ 
ty farm bureau. 
They are designat­ 
ed as “Modern Pioneers in Agricul­ 
ture” and their names placed under 
this caption on a large chart which 
hangs in a conspicuous place in the 
farm bureau office. 
Up to the present time 45 farm ers 
have won the distinction. 
They have 
used close to 21,500 tons of limestone 
In the last seven years In building up 
their land for bigger yields and more 
profitable returns, according to J. C. 


Testing 9,000 Illinois Cows 
There are now 20 cow-testing as­ 
sociations operating in Illinois and 
testing more than 9,000 cows on 600 
farm s every month, according to IL 
E. Jamison, assistant in dairy exten­ 
sion at the coliege of agriculture. 
Dairymen throughout the state are 
showing a lively interest in the work 
of these associations as a means of 
putting their herds on a better paying 
basis and the number of cows that 
are being put to test is increasing 
steadily, he said. 
By means of a 
membership in a cow testing associ­ 
ation the farm er or dairymen can get 
definite records on w hat.each cow in 
his herd is producing, thus making it 
possible for him to eliminate those 
that are not paying for their feed, 
Mr. Jamison explained.

PRESIDENT PLANS 


Ready to Urge Limitations 
Pact W hen Dawes Plan 
Is Adopted. 


Washington.—President Coolidge is 
expected to issue a call for an inter­ 
national conference on the question 
of limitation of armaments in W ash­ 
ington in case a plan for the settle­ 
ment of German reparations is adopt­ 
ed in the course of the present Euro­ 
pean parleys on that subject. 
It is 
felt that whatever settlem ent is ar­ 
rived at will have for its foundation 
the Dawes plan, and thus a large 
measure of credit for the expected 
settlement will be due to American 
efforts. 
Promised in Platform. 
The 
Republican 
platform 
which 
was adopted at 
Cleveland commits 
the party to calling a conference on 
the limitation of armaments, once a 
plan for the settlement of reparations 
has been adopted. 
President Coolidge 
is not only in sympathy with this 
Idea but was Instrumental in having 
this plank put into the platform. 
It 
contemplates a conference, akin to the 
previous 
Washington 
conference, 
to 
consider the further limitation of na­ 
val 
armaments, 
especially 
subma­ 
rines, cruisers and aircraft, and also 
the limitation of armament on land. 
Solution Felt Certain. 
In spite of many drawbacks and 
much 
disputation, 
the feeling 
here 
Is that a settlement of the vexed 
question of reparations will grow out 
of the submission of the Dawes plan. 
Secretary Hughes is due home in the 
next few weeks. 
He will have first 
hand and Intimate information about 
conditions, and it is needless to say 
he will be consulted by the President 
as soon as he returns.

Full Agreement Is Reached 
by London Conference; 
Germans Invited.

Quincy, 111.—Observing her ninetieth 
birthday, forty of which have been 
celebrated in her room and the last 
two in bed, Mrs. H. P. Walton, wealthy 
resident of Quincy, bemoaned the fact 
that she never had ridden in an auto­ 
mobile and scarcely knew what one 
looked like. 
Although residing within 
two blocks of the very heart of the 
city, she has never seen a trolley car, 
nor has she been able to view the 
growth of the city about her. 


London.—The first stage of the Lon­ 
don conference has been successfully 
passed. 
The allies reached a full 
agreement on a program for putting 
the Dawes plan Into operation. 
An 
Invitation was dispatched to the Ger­ 
man government to send delegates to 
discuss as equals the application of 
the Dawes ideas for the solution of 
the 
reparations 
tangle. 
The 
third 
committee sat until one o’clock in the 
morning trying to reach a final agree­ 
ment on the matter of arbitration in 
case of a disagreement in the transfer 
committee. 
The British wanted to appeal to 
arbitrators only in case there were 
two dissentents, but the French Insisted 
on an appeal In case of only one dis­ 
sen ted , and the committee, unable to 
agree, left the matter for decision by 
the full conference. 
The conference 
decided in favor of the French view 
and adopted the reports of the first 
and third committees, which now em­ 
body the French compromise plan as 
amended in the last three days and 
which is said to satisfy the hankers. 
Set Up Arbitral Boards. 
Briefly, a system of arbitral com­ 
missions is set up in case of all pos­ 
sible disagreements. 
Americans are 
to 
be chairmen 
of most 
of 
these 
hoards. 
The delegates obviously are 
relieved and delighted. 
Col. James A. Logan, the American 
member, declared as he left the for­ 
eign office that this is the most suc­ 
cessful of allied gatherings since the 
treaty of Versailles. 
Germans Fight Ruhr Plan. 
It is not likely that there will he 
any more plenary sessions until the 
Germans arrive. 
When they do come, 
there is little likelihood of any dis­ 
pute on tile financial and economic 
provisions of the Dawes report, but 
they will insist on an early military 
evacuation of the Buhr as an absolute 
essential. 
The French plan calls for two years 
of occupation, and the Germans are 
unable to accept this. 
All the allies 
except the French favor immediate 
evacuation, and, as usual, the French 
are trying to snatch some material 
advantage-from the situation.

The importance of sound in 
the manifold activities of human life 
is inestimable. 
Sound, for us, consists of air vibra­ 
tions plus the human ear. 
Is the 
human ear any more perfect than the 
human eye? 
The microscope, to say 
nothing of the telescope, has revealed 
to us an entirely new world beyond 
man’s unaided vision—and a world of 
inestimable importance. 
Now 
comes 
the 
“Ultra-Audible 
Microphone” to reveal to us tile new 
world of sound that is beyond the 
power of the human ear. 
Its possible 
disclosures 
ale 
purely 
guesswork. 
They may be as important to man as 
the disclosures of the microscope. 
Science owes most of Us knowledge 
of the mechanism of Hie human ear 
to the telephone industry, which, in 
its search for a perfect telephone, was 
forced to study tile mysteries of human 
speech and hearing. 
And here is tile 
way the human ear works: 
The ear 
that we see is merely the sound- 
catcher. 
Entering, the sound first en­ 
counters the eur-drum, which it vi­ 
brates. 
Next are three little bones 
which magnify these vibrations. 
To 
the last bone is attached a small 
liquid-filled sack in the form of a 
spiral. 
Inside this sack is the true organ 
of hearing. 
Take this organ out and 
uncoil it and you have a little ladder 
about an inch and a quarter long, with 
several thousand separate rungs set 
closely together and longer at one end 
of the ladder than at the other. Each 
rung is a separate, living fiber and 
each lias its tiny nerve through which 
it sends its message to the brain. 
Shrill sounds affect the short rungs 
of the ladder; deep sounds tile other 
end. 
If the ladder is imperfect, hear­ 
ing is imperfect. 
Deep sounds are 
produced by slow vibrations of the 
air; shrill sounds by rapid vibrations. 
There are persons who cannot hear 
high notes at all; others hear low 
notes imperfectly. 
Incidentally, some 
day we shall see people wearing “ear 
spectacles,” just as people wear glasses 
for defective vision.
